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A Controversial 
New Proposal 


A proposal placed before a mccUng of tlie 
American Society of ('riminoiogy in Wasliington, 
1) C., IS certain to provoke a great deal of eon- 
tioversy. although its initial impact may be cool­ 
ed somewhat by somber reflection, 
This a plan 
presented by a Michigan physician to allow con­ 
demned jinsoners to volunteer their bodies (or 
live medical e.xpenmcnts culminating in their 
execution 
Dr. .lack Kevorkian, author of the plan, re­ 
ceived some support from other members of the 
medical profession and at least one prominent 
clergyman— Dean Francis H, Sayre Jr. of the 
Washington Cathedral— who said: 
" If a man 
wants to offer his own body, it is his privilege.” 
Dr. Kevorkian's suggested approach was to 
allow thosf' prisoners awaiting execution to vol­ 
unteer their bodies for experimentation, retain­ 
ing the right to change their minds up to one 
week pnor to the date of execution. 
All ex­ 
periments would be conducted under normally 
prescribed sedation 
and alter the experiment 
the condemned man would be put to death as 
painlessly as possible. 
This, contends the [ihysician. would not only 
advance the cause of medical research immeas­ 
urably. but would provide a less painful death 
than the electric chair or gas chamber. 
The ex­ 
periments themselves would be no more discom­ 
forting than operations willingly submitted to by 
thousands of hospital patients every day. he said. 
With legal t'xecutions in the United States 
averaging more than UK) a year for the last lu 
years. Dr. Kevorkian believes this waste at least 
could have bcnefitf'd medical sciencf'. 
"Medical 
science would be decades in advance of where 
we nof^ are if the bodies of these men could have 
been used in research.” he said 
"W e can per­ 
form lb million experiments on mice and rats 
and it means nothing until you try it on men.” 
Human vivisection is a |)rovocative idea, cer­ 
tainly. but properly admini-.tered it might <'x- 
tracl at least some good from the ruined lives of 
society's condemned men.

He never permitted himsell to become in- 
volved in personal controversy. He went about his

ing his own people, seeking to preserve our nation’s 
dignil>, until his physical strength exhausted, he 
was forced to see to himself. Few men have serv­ 
ed America better.

'A Controversial 
New Proposal 


A proposal placed before a meeting of the 
American Society of Criminology in Washington, 
D C\, is certain to provoke a great deal of con­ 
troversy, although its initial impact may be cool­ 
ed somewhat by somber reflection. 
This a plan 
presented by a Michigan physician to allow con­ 
demned prisoners to volunteer their bodies tor 
live medical experiments culminating in their 
execution 
Dr. .lack Kevorkian, author of the plan, re­ 
ceived some support from other members ot the 
medical profession and at least one prominent 
clergyman— Dean francis B 
Sayre .lr of the 
Washington Cathedral 
who said: 
"lf a man 
wants to otter his own body, it is his privilege 
Dr Kevorkian s suggested approach was lo 
allow those prisoners awaiting execution to vol­ 
unteer their bodies for experimentation, retain­ 
ing the right to change their minds up to one 
week prior to the date of execution 
All ex­ 
periments would be conducted under normally 
prescribed sedation 
and after the experiment 
the condemned man would be put to death as 
painlessly as possible. 
The contends the physician, would not only 
advance the cause of medical research immeas­ 
urably, but would provide a less painful death 
than the electric ( hair or gas chamber 
The ex­ 
periments themselves would be no more discom­ 
forting than operations willingly submitted to bv 
thousands of hospital patients every day. he said. 
With legal executions in the I lilted States 
averaging more than IOO a year for the last IO 
years, Dr. Kevorkian believes this waste at least 
could have benefited medical science. 
‘Medical 
science would tie decades in advance of where 
we not arc if the bodies of these men could have 
been used in research.” he said 
“ We can per­ 
form IO million experiments on mice and rats 
and it means nothing until you try it on mon ” 
Human vivisection is a provocative idea. cer­ 
tainly, hut properly administered it might ex­ 
tract at least some good from the ruined lives of 
society s condemned men

became Secretary ol State, Dulles studied the psycho­ 
logy ol the Russian mind as allotted by the Revolu­ 
tion 
He had read enormously in Leninist literature, and 
could quote al length from some of the wuiks ol Sta­ 
lin. He did not come to hr- task a starry'-eyed liberal cr 
an unregenerated reactionary. 
He came a man of 
knowledge who knew the enemy he faced. 
While others were taken in by Soviet trickery and 
the whetting of Apter icon appetite's b> offers of con­ 
tracts, some of which never went beyond the (tiler 
stage, Dulles graphed the nature of Soviet imperialism 
and its dangers to the I nited State- 
His problem has 
been not to cave in before the Russian attack while al 
the same time holding the loyalty of our allies who 
face different and diverting problems. 


I here have been lime*, when Dulles wa*, extr a­ 
ordinarily unpopular in Europe as well as iii the 
I oiled states. 
This was not altogether due to Rus­ 
sian propaganda. The nun who has often to say, 
.No!, is never t*M» popular. And it has been Dulles’s 
lot lo say. No!, not only to the Russians but to our 
allies. 
Furthermore, in the toited states manv 


ambitious men who would have appreciated being 
his successor, never Jailed to down-grade this able 
man. 
lie never permitted himself to become in- 


| voiced in personal controversy. He went about bis 


business, travelling from country to country, serv­ 
ing Ins own people, seeking to preserve our nation s 
dignity. until his physical strength exhausted, he 
was forced to see to himself. Few men have serv­ 
ed America better. 


One can be thankful to God thai this is not written 
as an obituary. 
We can only pray that his health 
will lie restored 
And yet. if it were an obituary, I 
could not say more 
He follows a line of noble ligtires 
in our histoiy. Thomas Jefferson
